I assume that the position which is finally reached would 
be a Joint U.S. -British-French-German position. I wish 
that the SPD leaders in Germany might be brought into 
the picture in some way. 1 suggest that the Chancellor 
be urged to have another talk with Ollenhauer to see if 
some approach to a bipartisan foreign policy could be made. 
Perhaps you or one of the other Foreign Ministers might 
see Ollenhauer together with the Chancellor if the latter 
would agree . 

I am still firmly of the opinion that no negotiation of 
any sort should be opened with the German Democratic Re- 
public. And I hope the first public statement of the 
Western position will make it plain that we will use 
force if necessary to insure that West Berlin remains 
under the control of the present freely elected govern- 
ment, and that likewise we will use force if necessary 
to insure that the city is supplied as at present. In
